Washington. — Trouble 
between 


Great Britain and Francs gives great 
concern, here not because of any fear 
that the two countries will come into 
actual physical conflict but because 
the controversy may keep the Euro- 
pean mind agog over war and its im- 
plications instead of peace and . its 
economic benefits. 


America's decision to keep hands off 


the Sflesian quarrel can not be taken 
literally. Of course president Harding 
and Secretary Hughes do not want to 
mix in what might be for the moment 
a strictly European quarrel but Amer- 
ican interest in what is going on is 
just as true today as it was when 
Senator Knox. leader of the irreconcil- 
ables inserted in the now famous par- 
agraph five of his peace resolution a 
declaration that the United States 
would view with grave concern any- 
thing that threatened to upset the 
peace of the world. 


So long as the dispute over the pos- 


session of Upper Silesia is a territorial 
squabble between European nations 
and gives no sign of growing into a 
major quarrel, America looks on and 
Rays nothing. But the possibility that 
the United States might be asked to 
mediate or might even be urged to 
tender her good offices is being dis- 
cussed as a phase of the situation 
that would bring about a change of at- 
titude at once. 


The United States government ap- 


pears hopeful that the French and 
British will get over their latest flare- 
up just as they have so many out- 
bursts in the past. Official Washing- 
ton discloses little talk of a possible 
war between "Prance and Britain as 
some of the French dispatches havp 
hinted in order to impress 
England 


with th» serious effect of Prime Min- 
ister Lloyd George's utterances. 


At bottom the belief here is that 


aside from, the conflicting interests of 
France a.nA Germany in the Silesian

of the slacker, throughout the world.

Bergdoll escaped through Pennsylva- 
nia where the net against him was 
drawn tightest.

QUALITY TIRES 
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REGULATING GRAIN SPECULATION 


The house has passed the Tincher bill 


to regulate dealing in grain futures by a 
vote of 269 to 69 and it now goes to the 
senate for consideration. The measure is 
designed to destroy manipulation of the 
grain market. 
To the extent that it ac- 


complishes this end it i« entirely desir- 
able. 
'Whether it goe? so far in it? at- 


tempt to control dealings in futures as to 
interfere vith legitimate transactions it 
is the proper test of its merit. Boards of 
trade within right limitation? perform a 
useful and necessary function in the mar- 
keting of the 
country'? srrain. 
They 


serve as clearing houses through which 
markets are provided f<>r both contract 
and cash sales. They afford a medium for 
immediate realization upon the staple 
farm products, irrespective of the volume. 
They afford insurance agaiust future con- 
tingencies and uncertainties. 
Efforts to 


dispense with board? of trade have been 
unsuccessful. 
Until 
wholly 
different 


agencies are established for absorbing 
farm staples such as grains and cotton the 
hoard of trade is a necessary instrumen- 
tality for the handling and underwriting 
of crops. 


There are. however, certain abuses of 


trading •which, have grown up in connec- 
tion with legitimate operations that are 
highly pernicious in the wrongs they do 
to the producer and in t.hp burdens they 
inflict upon the public. Thero ought to 
be better regulation of the purely gam- 
bling features, like .short selling. Men 
who operate on the Chicago Board of 
trade, for instance, who have no other in- 
terest, in the market than to gamble with 
a commodity they do not own. never ex- 
pect to own or could not buy or sell in case 
theyvrere "called." are an economic leech 
and^rform no useful service to anyone. 
Furthermore, it is their operations which 
result, in pools and artificial manipula- 
tion of the markets for the enrichment or 
impoverishment of speculators as the case 
may be. Unfortunately their operations 
have a disturbing and wholly objection- 
j 


able effect upon legitimate trading. The 
i 


farmer is robbed by them and the con- j 
sumer exploited. 
' 


We all recognize, of course, that mar- 
i 


kcting facilities which will stabilize prices 
} 


and the orderly movement Ckf crops are 
\ 


essential. Elements and practices which j 
militate against, either or both are vicious 
and otisht to be stringently regulated by 
law. If the bill'hefore congress can elim- 
: 


inate these excesses by prohibiting or by 
taxing them out of existence without de- 
stroying the sound functions of boards of 
trade a erreat reform will have b?en ac- 
complished and 'the country will benefit 
by it tremendously. Gambling which is 
purely at the expense of the farmer or 
consumer ought to be suppressed and con- 
press will be warranted in going to the 
full limit in its extermination. If the 
measure it now has before it has been care- 
fully worked out to preserve what is good 
as well as to purge -what is bad the soon- 
er it is enacted into law the better. Every- 
one knows and admits that there is a vast 
amount of wrong in connection with these 
great marketing agencies and the specula- 
tion they now foster. 
Everyone knows 


that corrective remedies ought to be ap- 
plied. 


It is to rx» hoped congress has not gone 


too far, but has gone far enough in its 
effort to curb this evil. Whether it has 
or has not is for the president to determine 
in the event the bill comes before him for 
his signature. In making his decision it 
is to be assumed that he will take advice 
from business men whose morality and 
ethics are above question. Certainly he 
•hould not be influenced by the clamor of 
•peculators against it. Men who buy and 
•ell real wheat or its equivalent are to bf 
considered; those who-do not deserve no 
•ODfiideration.

The next step is tbe meeting of tbe 


electors on tbe second Monday in Jan- 
uary following 
tbe election. 
They 


convene in the various state capitals. 
These are the people who actually 
vote for tbs President and Vice 
President. 


The Original System 


Three reports are made of the re- 


sults of these meetings of the elec- 
tors. From each state capital, one 
report is sent to the Congress of the 
United States by special messenger. 
A second report is forwarded to Con- 
grees by mail. The third report in 
each case is filed with the United 
States District Judge presiding in the 
various districts in which the state 
capitals lie. The original purpose of 
this was to insure a record of the ac- 
tion of the Plectors in each state be- 
ing preserved. If anything happened 
to the special messenger from any 
state, there would be the attested rec- 
ord of the electors* action which would 
rsach Congress by mail. Should both 
records be lost, the record filed with 
the District Judge at the state capital 
would then be conveyed to Washing- 
ton as the official record for that 
state.
